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The  Board  of  Commissioners,  in  announcing  the  Third 
Grand  Exposition,  cordially  invite  from  all  sources  contribu- 
tions of  works  of  art,  new  inventions,  the  products  of  the  soil 
and  mine,  and  of  skilled  labor  in  every  branch  of  industry. 
They  solicit  the  co-operation  of  those  interested  in  their  effort 
to  attain  variety  and  completeness,  and  to  present  the  best 
works  in  every  department. 


Space  Accommodations. 

Profiting  by  the  experience  of  former  years,  the  manage- 
ment have  matured  plans  for  new  buildings  surpassing  in 
extent  any  heretofore  erected  in  the  United  States  for  a  sim- 
ilar purpose,  and  comprising  an  exhibiting  space  of  about  7 
acres.  In  the  arrangement  of  the  various  departments  the 
convenience  of  both  exhibitors  and  visitors  has  been  carefully 
consulted,  and  an  improved  distribution  of  articles  into  groups 
will  add  largely  to  the  general  symmetry  of  the  Exposition. 

The  want  of  a  detached  building  for  the  Fine  Arts'  De-

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EULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  Eules  will  be  strictly  adhered  to  and  en- 
forced : 

I. 

The  halls  and  grounds  will  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
articles  from  Wednesday,  August  14th,  to  Saturday,  August 
31st.  On  Wednesday,  September  4th,  the  Exposition  will 
be  opened  to  the  public,  and  will  continue  open  from  day 
to  day  (Sundays  excepted),  from  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  to  ten 
o'clock  p.  M.,  until  Saturday  evening,  October  5th. 

II. 

All  articles  will  be  entered  for  exhibition  only,  except 
those  specifically  named  in  the  published  list  of  articles  to 
which  premiums  will  be  awarded ;  articles  named  in  the 
premium  list  may  be  entered  for  exhibition  or  competition 
at  the  option  of  the  exhibitor,  which  must  not  be  later  than 
August  31st. 

III. 

Articles  intended  for  competition  must  be  entered  on  the 
books  as  such  not  later  than  August  31st;  otherwise  they 
will  be  entered  for  exhibition  only,  and  all  articles  must  be  in 
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position  ready  for  exhibition  hy  Tuesday,  September  3d.  Tlie 
driving  anilines  will  be  in  operation  one  week  previous  to  the 
o})cning  of  the  Exposition  to  the  public,  and  exhibitors  of 
machinery  in  motion  will  be  re(piircd  to  have  their  machines 
in  running  order  on  the  day  of  opening. 

IV. 

Each  exhibitor  (cxcev't  in  the  Ladies'  Department)  will 
be  required  to  pay  an  entry  fee  of  two  dollars.  An  exhibitor 
competing  for  more  than  one  premium  shall  pay  two  dollars 
for  each  additional  premium  competed  for. 

Each  exhibitor  Avill  have  the  privilege,  upon  payment  of 
two  dollars  in  addition  to  the  entry  fee  for  his  articles,  of 
securing  a  ticket  of  admission  (positively  not  transferable) 
which  will  admit  him  at  all  hours  of  the  Exposition.  Not 
more  than  two  exhibitors'  admission  tickets  will  be  issued  to 
a  firm  or  corporation. 

Ladies  entering  articles  in  the  Ladies'  Department,  and 
not  desiring  a  ticket  of  general  admission,  mav  have  the 
privilege  of  entering  said  articles  free. 

v. 

All  cqrplications  for  space  must  be  made  on  or  before  the  26th 
day  of  August,  on  the  jmnted  blank  forms,  which  loill  be  furnished 
by  the  Secretary ,  and  ajyplicants  after  that  date  icill  not  be  allotted 
space  until  those  entered,  by  the  2Qth  of  August  have  been  assigned. 

Applications  for  space  must  state  the  exact  am.ount  and  kind 
required,  and  for  machinery,  show  cases,  etc.,  a  plan  of  the  floor, 
counter,  or  wall  space  must  accompany  the  application. 

Space  allotted  to  applicants,  and  not  occupied  by  them  on 
or  before  the  day  of  public  opening,  may  be  assigned  to 
other  exhibitors.  And  the  Board  reserve  the  right  to  exclude 
from  the  Exposition  patent  medicines,  nostrum^,  and  articles 
of  an  explosive,  highly  inflammable,  dangerous,  or  offensive 
character;    also,  articles   presented  after  the   day  of    public 
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opening,  when  tlie  same  can  not  be  introduced  into  the  Ex- 
position without  undue  inconvenience  to  other  exhibitors 
and  visitors.  "Whenever  the  articles  will  admit,  contributors 
are  requested  to  exhibit  them  in  glass  cases. 

VI. 

Exhibitors  will  be  furnished  by  the  Entry  Clerk  with 
duplicate  cards,  describing  each  article  entered  for  exhibition  , 
these  will  be  countersigned  on  the  receipt  of  the  articles  into 
the  Exposition.  One  of  these  cards  shall  be  conspicuously 
attached  to  the  article  which  it  describes,  and  the  other 
must  be  retained  by  the  exhibitor,  and  be  presented  as  his 
order  for  the  delivery  of  the  article  specified,  at  the  close  of 
the  Exposition. 

VII. 

Judges  in  each  class,  to  pass  upon  the  merits,  etc.,  of  the 
articles  entered  for  competition,  shall  be  appointed  as  follows : 
One  by  the  Board,  one  by  the  exhibitors  in  competition  in 
each  class,  and  the  third  by  the  two  thus  chosen. 

They  shall  be  men  wholly  disinterested,  and  eminent  for 
their  skill  and  experience  in  the  class  of  articles  assigned  to 
them. 

VIII. 

Machines,  and  other  articles  exhibited  for  premium,  will 
be  subjected,  where  practicable,  to  thorough  tests  to  deter- 
mine their  efficiency,  economy,  or  other  alleged  merits.  And 
in  this  respect  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Board  to  conduct  the 
Exposition  in  such  a  manner  that  its  action,  in  every  case, 
will  command  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

IX. 

The  premium  list  will  be  published,  and  all  awards  shall 
be  for  the  first  degree  of  merit  in  each  class.  No  second 
class  awards  or  decisions  will  be  made  or  reported   in  any 

case,  excejpting  in  the  Fine  Arts  and  Horticultural  Departments. 
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X. 

The  main  line  of  shafting,  from  which  power  will  he  fur- 
nished for  machinery  in  operation,  is  2  7-16  inches  in  diam- 
eter, and  will  be  run  at  the  speed  of  200  revolutions  per 
minute.  Driving  pulleys  of  any  required  diameter,  also 
counter  shafts  and  pulleys,  and  belts  and  hangers,  will  be 
furnished  to  exhibitors  at  cost,  if  timely  arrangements  for 
them  are  made.  Pulleys  for  the  main  line  of  shafting,  if 
furnished  by  exhibitors,  must  be  accurately  balanced,  and 
must  have  the  exhibitor's  name  plainly  marked  upon  them, 
and  should  be  received  before  the  26th  of  August,  to  enable 
them  to  be  put  in  place  on  the  shaft  without  unnecessary 
labor  and  inconvenience. 

XI. 

Ko  article  on  exhibition  can  be  removed  from  the  prem- 
ises during  the  Exposition.  But  all  appropriate  facilities  for 
making  sales  of  articles  for  delivery  at  the  close  of  the  Ex- 
position will  be  aflbrded. 

XII. 

An  adequate  police  force  will  be  in  attendance  upon  the 
premises  during  the  day,  and  watchmen  at  night;  but  all 
articles  on  exhibition  will  be  at  the  risk  of  the  owner.  In- 
surance against  loss  by  fire  will  be  effected  by  the  Board 
in  behalf  of  all  exhibitors  who  apply  and  provide  for  the 
same. 

XIII. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  general  harmony  of  the  Exhibi- 
tion, and  to  make  the  display  of  goods  symmetrical  and  at- 
tractive, the  Board  reserve  the  right  to  direct  the  general 
arrangement  of  all  articles  on  exhibition,  and  to  regulate  the 
dimensions  of  all  sia-ns  and  advertisements.

XIV. 

Exhibitors  may  procure  employes'  tickets  at  two  dollars 
each,  when  shown  to  the  President  that  the  general  admission 
of  such  employe  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  care  of  the 
exhibitor's  articles;  but  not  more  than  one  of  such  tickets 
will  be  issued  to  an  exhibitor,  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners.  Applications  for  employes'  tickets 
must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  President,  stating  the  neces- 
sity for  the  application. 

Employes'  tickets  found  to  he  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  for 
which  they  were  issued,  will  be  forfeited. 

All  tickets  of  general  admission  will  be  registered,  and  taken 
up  and  forfeited  if  presented  by  any  other  person  than  the  party 
to  whom  they  were  issued. 

[Note. — The  great  abuse  in  the  use  of  exhibitors',  and 
especially  of  employes'  tickets  during  former  Expositions, 
compels  the  Commissioners  to  adopt  stringent  rules  for  their 
government,  which  will  be  rigidly  enforced.] 

XV. 

All  communications  relating  to  the  Exposition,  and  all 
boxes  or  packages  containing  articles  for  the  Exposition, 
should  be  directed  to  "  CINCINNATI  INDUSTRIAL 
EXPOSITION,"  CINCINNATI,  loith  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  sender  plainly  marked  thereon.  A  detailed 
statement  of  the  contents  of  each  box  or  package  should  be 
inclosed  with  the  same,  and  a  duplicate  sent  by  mail,  with  full 
instructions  as  to  whether  the  exhibitor's  agent  will  take 
charge  of  the  articles,  or  the  Exposition  Board  have  the 
package  opened  and  the  goods  placed  on  exhibition.

The  Board  of  Commissioners  have  determined  to  issue  to  all  Exhibitors 
receiving  medals,  an  engraved  certificate,  to  be  denominated  '■^Exposition  Medal 
Certificate." 

HOKTICULTUPvAL. 

1.  The  Horticultural  Hall  and  grounds  will  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
plants  from  August  12  to  September  4.  The  opening  ceremony  of  the  Expo- 
sition will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  September  4,  and  exhibitors  will  be  ex 
pected  to  have  their  plants  in  position  by  6  o'clock  p.  M.  of  that  day. 

2.  Applications  for  space  must  be  made  previous  to  August  15tb,  except 
for  Floral  Display,  which  must  be  made  one  day  previous  to  the  day  set  apart 
for  the  respective  display.  Those  for  Fruit  and  Vegetables  must  be  made  pre- 
vious to  September  12th,  stating  number  and  kind  of  Dishes  and  Plates  re- 
quired, which  will  be  furnished  by  the  Exposition. 
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3.  Each  exhibitor  will  be  required  to  pay  an  entry  fee  of  $2,  and  will 
have  the  privilege  upon  paying  $2  in  addition  to  his  entry  fee  for  his  arti- 
cles, of  securing  a  ticket  of  admission  (positively  not  transferable),  which  will 
admit  him  at  all  hours  to  the  Exposition.  Not  more  than  two  exhibitors' 
admission  tickets  will  be  issued  to  a  firm  or  corporation. 

4.  Premiums  on  plants  and  other  articles  will  be  awarded  September  5,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  the  judges  may  be  ready  to  report,  except  premiums  on 
fruit,  vegetables,  floral  designs,  cut  flowers,  bouquets,  etc.,  which  will  be 
awarded  on  days  set  apart  for  the  display.  There  will  be  four  days  set  apart 
for  floral  displays — one  day  for  fruit  and  vegetables;  due  notice  of  which  will 
be  given  all  the  exhibitors. 

5.  All  articles  offered  for  competition  must  be  the  property  of  the  person 
in  whose  name  they  are  exliibited. 

6.  Plants  entered  for  special  premiums  will  not  be  allowed  to  compete 
for  premiums  in  collections.  No  collection  of  flowers  or  ornamental  designs 
will  be  allowed  to  compete  for  more  than  one  prize.  The  articles  must  be 
marked  so  as  to  designate  what  prizes  are  competed  for,  and  no  second  prize 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  same  person  in  the  same  class. 

7.  Judges  shall  be  appointed  on  or  before  the  day  of  public  opening,  and 
on  or  before  special  exhibition  days,  as  follows:  One  by  the  Commissioners, 
one  by  the  exhibitors  in  competition,  and  the  third  by  the  two  thus  chosen, 
and  all  shall  be  persons  wholly  disinterested. 

8.  Exhibitors  will  be  allowed  to  sell  bouquets  in  the  Floral  Hall,  and  in 
such  other  parts  of  the  Exposition  building  as  may  be  set  apart  for  that  pur- 
pose; provided  they  are  sold  from  suitable  flower  stands.  But  in  no  case  will 
persons  be  allowed  to  sell  bouquets  within  the  buildings  or  grounds  who  are  not 
exhibitors.     This  rule  will  be  strictlj'  enforced. 

9.  All  plants  and  flowers  entered  for  competition,  either  on  show  days  or 
during  the  continuance  of  the  Exposition,  must  be  reported  to  the  Committee, 
and  be  put  at  once  in  their  proper  positions.  All  specimens  exhibited  for 
premiums  must  have  their  names  legibly  and  correctly  written  and  attached 
to  them. 

10.  No  article  or  plant,  or  lot  of  plants  on  exhibition  will  be  entitled  to  a 
premium  unless  they  possess  points  of  superiority,  and  the  judges  will  be 
strictly  required  to  withhold  rewards  if  in  their  opinion  the  articles  or  plants 
do  not  merit  them.  The  mere  fact  that  there  is  no  competition  shall  not  be 
considered  a  sufficient  ground  for  making  an  award. 

11.  Qualifying  words  used  in  the  premium  list  shall  be  entitled  to  prefer- 
ence in  the  order  of  their  priority. 

12.  No  plants  will  be  permitted  to  be  removed  after  being  arranged  and 
placed  in  position  till  the  close  of  the  Exposition,  except  such  as  are  in  a 
perishable  condition,  or  are  replaced  by  other  plants ;  and  all  exhibitors  wiU 
be  expected  and  required  to  replace  all  perishable  plants  as  much  as  is  in  their 
power. 

13.  All  Fruit  and  Vegetables  offered  for  competition  must  be  the  produc- 
tion of  the  persons  in  whose  name  they  are  exhibited,  and  in  no  case  shall 
Judges  or  Committees  award  premiums  for  articles  that  are  not  strictly  supe- 
rior and  better  than  are  usually  found  in  market.

Dear  Sir:  You  have  accepted  the  position  of  Judge  on  Class  No. 
—  of  the  Premium  List  of  Articles  entered  at  the  "Cincinnati  Industrial 
Exposition,"  and  I  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  for  your  guidance  the 
following  instructions. 

The  Exposition  was  duly  opened  to  the  public  on  Wednesday,  Sep- 
tember 4th.  The  Catalogues  will  be  ready  for  you  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber I9eli,  and  you  are  particularly  requested  to  avail  yourselves  of  every 
opportunity,  both  before  and  after  that  time,  to  examine  into  the  merits 
of  the  articles  belonging  to  your  class,  so  that  you  may  be  able  to  make  a 
report  of  your  conclusions  to  the  General  Committee  by  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 30th,  at  the  furthest. 

Your  attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  printed  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations, and  more  especially  to  the  7lh,  8th,  and  9th  Rules,  which  you  will 
please  observe  in  your  examinations  and  decisions,  viz: 

VII. 

Judges  in  each  class,  to  pass  upon  the  merits,  etc.,  of  the  articles  en- 
tered for  competition,  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  One  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners,  one  by  the  exhibitors  in  competition  in  each  class,  and 
the  third  by  the  two  thus  chosen. 

They  shall  be  men  wholly  disinterested,  and  eminent  for  their  skill 
and  experience  in  the  class  of  articles  assigned  to  them.

VIII. 

Machines,  and  other  articles  exhibited  for  premium,  will  be  subjected, 
where  practicable,  to  thorough  tests  to  determine  their  efficiency,  econ- 
omy, or  other  alleged  merits.  And  in  this  respect  it  is  the  purpose  of  the 
Board  to  conduct  the  Ex^josition  in  such  a  manner  that  its  action,  in 
every  case,  will  command  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

IX. 

The  premium  list  will  be  published,  and  all  awards  shall  be  for  the 
first  degree  of  merit  in  each  class.  No  second  class  awards  or  decisions 
will  be  made  or  reported  in  any  case,  excepting  in  the  Fine  Arts  and  Hor- 
ticultural Departments. 

In  making  j^our  decisions,  it  will  be  necessary,  however,  for  you  to 
exercise  a  due  discretion  in  regard  to  articles  which,  "  although  the  best 
in  their  class,"  are,  "from  inferiority  of  design  or  workmanship,  unworthy 
of  any  award."  In  such  cases  no  premiums  will  be  awai'ded,  for  it  is  the 
aim  of  this  Exposition  to  stimulate  to  excellence,  rewarding  merit  only. 

You  will  not  permit  any  interference  in  your  examinations  by  inter- 
ested parties  or  others. 

In  making  the  award,  your  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  follow- 
ing special  instructions,  viz : 

Articles  for  competition  must  be  of  American  manufacture  or  pro- 
duction, and  entered  in  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  producer,  or  by 
their  authorized  agent,  excepting  where  otherwise  stated  in  the  Premium 
List. 

In  displays,  the  peculiar  merit  only  of  the  articles  will  be  taken  into 
consideration,  with  no  reference  to  the  number  or  quantity  exhibited. 

The  judges  are  requested  to  hand  in  their  written  reports  under 
seal,  and  these  will  not  be  opened  by  the  Exposition  Board  until  the  badges 
have  been  placed  upon  the  articles  awarded  premiums.
